Sugar Provisions 
For Farm Help 


In order to meet a difficulty that 
was being experienced in farm 
households, the Wartime Prices and 
Trade Board announced on July 
15th that merchants may accept 
purchase vouchers from farmers’ 
‘wives or other persons who are 
feeding harvest workers, such as 
thresher gangs, fruit pickers or 
other groups. 

Formerly, sugar for the meals of 
such transient boarders had to be 
supplied from the domestic ration 
of the household, unless brought by 
the workers themselves, which in 
actual practice usually means there 
was a deficiency. The remedy now 
authorized is adoption of the same 
procedure as in drawing sugar for 
home preserving, Effective from 
July 15th, the merchant is permit- 
ted to honor a purchase voucher 


(without the necessity of its signer’ 


being tied to one supplier) if it 
shows: (1) the words “harvest 
workers”; (2) the number of them, 
and (3) the number of days’ work 
for which they are being syepline 
with ‘sugar. 

On the line provided for stating 
‘the kind of institution or business, 
the applicant should write, for 
example, “five harvest workers; 
four days", The voucher must be 
‘signed, of course, by the person 
making the purchase,

No Subsidy On 
Dairy Butter 


Numerous enquiries have been 
received at the office of the Provi- 
ncial Dairy Commissioner regard- 
ing the payment of a six cent bonus 
on dairy butter, 

The regulations as outlined by 
the Wartime Prices and. Trade 
Board are pery definite in stating 
that the six cent subsidy applies 
only to butterfat purchased on a 
butterfat basis and used in the 
manufacture of creamery butter. 
To complete the forms for a refund 
of the subsidy, it is necessary to 
show the Federal registered num- 
ber and also the Profincial license 
number, This means that any small 
dairy manufacturing dairy butter 
without a creamery license cannot 
collect any subsidy,

Protect Flax 
From Hoppers 


Grasshoppers ‘are threatening to 
cause sever losses to flax crops in 
many sections of southern Alberta. 
Contrary to general belief, this pest 
is present in dangerous numbers in 
many districts where flax is grown 
and flax is extremely vulnerable to 
attack. 

Due to prolonged cool weather 
and heavy precipitation this spring 
the grasshopper hatch was slow. 
Consequently the hoppers, though 
numerous, are still small and wing- 
less and are not readily noticed in 
the dense foliage of fields and road- 
sides. These hoppers will be mature 
winged adults within a short time 
now, and will be in position to 
move about readily, Adult gras» 
hoppers have a habit of nipping the 
seed stocks of flax, causing the seed 
bolls to fall to the ground. Some 
fields suffered as high as 50% loss 
in 1941. It takes only a moderate 
population to strip a flax field of its 
seed in a few days before harvest. 


Farmers would do well to obtain . 


pufficient grasshopper bait to pro- 
tect their crops, and particularly 
the flax crop, from the expected 
late summer influx of grasshoppers. 
Local bait stations will be kept 
open for an week or two to 
permit all farmers to obtain sup- 
plies of poison to hold for such an 
emengency, Ns ,

The first reaction of some Cana- 
dian citizens to Mr, IIsley’s drastic 
mew budget was to reach a hasty 
yonclusion that after paying in- 
creased income taxes and compul- 
sory savings, they would have no 
more money left to buy War Sav- 
ings Certificates and Victory Loan 
Bonds. , 

No one will accuse the Minister 
of Finance for having failed tc 

_ place Canada’s current war pro- 
blem-honestly before the people of 
Canada. He reported that we would 
have to collect about four billion 
dollars to carry on during the fiscal 
year. He said that even with the 
increased taxes, he anticipated only 
‘about two billion dollars revenue 
from taxes, and that the other half 
of the year’s war bill would have 
to come from voluntary purchases 
of certificates and bonds. 

Mr. Ilsley was reasonably sure 
of his ground when he laid his new 
plan before the House of Commons. 
He knew that the large sum of two 
billion dollars to be raised through 
the sale of Canadian securities will 
be available. And he also recogniz- 
ed that that money will be avail- 
able only if each individual does 
his share in cutting down his pri- 
vate spending to a bare minimum. 

In days of easy money, and we 
have had these kind of days during 
the past two or three years, people 
have become accustomed to think- 
ing in terms of dollars rather than 
in pennies and dimes. Under the 
first impact of a budget such as we 
have just had, there is a common 
tendency for men and women to 
‘keep on thinking in terms of dol- 
lars. We hurriedly review the large 
items of our personal budget, such 
as rent, food and clothing and can 
see no possibility of cutting down 
on these major items. We forget to 
remember that for centuries back 
substantial savings have been built 
up through unceasing vigilance 
Against the. careless spending of 
small pieces of silver. The men and 
women who will budget every cent 
of their income during the next 
year, and who will pinch each pen- 
ny, nickel, dime and quarter before 
spending it—spending small change 
only after weighing the value to be 
received against the value of that 
change to our country at war—will 
always have money left over for 
War Savings Stamps, War Savings 
Certificates and Victory Bonds. 


BLOOD AND DOLLARS 


Calvin Coolidge, when he was 
President of the United States, was 
asked his views on the then vexed 
and irritating question of the pay- 
ment of Allied war debts to the 
United States. ; 

“They hired the money, didn't 
they?” demanded Mr. Coolidge. 

But listen to Franklin D. Roose- 
velt, speaking to the United States 
Congress, June 15, 1942: 

“The real cost of the war can not 
be measured, nor compared, nor 
paid for in money. They must be 
and are being met in blood and toil 
..+ No nation will grow rich from 
the war effort of its allies...” 

Between those two utterances is 
a gulf not of time alone, but of 
outlook, Most Americans concurred 
heartily with Mr. Coolidge’s dictum 
It expressed the spirit of the times 
and the trends which, dividing the 
world into economically hostile 
‘sections, enabled the fomenters of 
hatred and war to gain the upper 
hand over civilization. Coolidge’s 
was the hard, uncompromising dic- 
tum of the counting house, where 
spiritual values and human rela- 
tions are subordinated to dollars 
and cents. 

The men who have assumed lea- 
dership in the war effort of the 
democracies have an entirely diff- 
erent outlook, They may be dream-

Buildings; Iron Fences Disappearing There

READING, ENGLAND—So the 
enemy is taking a new line with 
us now: Baedeker bombing. How 
futile it is! Somebody’s, psychology 
has gone wrong over there, I'm 
thinking. We love our old buildings 
but I can't imagine us calling Halt! 
just in order to retain a certain es- 
tablished arrangement of stones 
and bricks and timber, can you? 
We may be sentimental people on 
ithe quiet, but we aren't insanely 
sentimental, I hope. And somehow, 
in my more fanciful moments, I 
can almost hear them saying—Exe- 
ter Cathedral, and Roman Baths 
and York Minster—‘“Look here 
people, don’t mind us. You go 
ahead. We never expected to stand 
forever, you know. And there will 
be chunks of us left, no matter 
what they do.” 

Yet it gives one a queer, unhappy 
stab- this kind of news, quite apart 
from worry about friends. It all 
seems too outrageously improbable. 
I know York; I've lived near Exe- 
ter, and I spent my growing up 
years in Bath. Who could have 
dreamed of such things happening? 
yBath: prim, demure and comfort- 
able, lying there in that green cup 
of the hills. 

It's queer: there is no place I can 
think of as home. I was trying to 
do so the other night, but that 
place doesn’t exist. Perhaps it ne- 
ver will, though I'm still hoping!

Paul’s Cathedral, centuries ago; 
but, if we wished, we could copy 
most of the things we've treasured 
up to now, Yet I hope we shall first 
of all think of building things typ- 
ical of our own age; why not? For 
thus is history made—and apprec- 
jiated. 

A relative of mine, living near 
Bath, writes and tells me that she 
is sheltreing three homeless peo- 
ple. She doesn't moan about it, or 
even make ,any comment. She sim- 
ply states the fact, and finishes: 
‘Must stop now. In great haste, 
Very busy, naturally.’ I am quite 
sure that she, in her quiet country 
seclusion, with her nite house and 
placid garden, never imagined that 
her life would take such a turn; 
but she’s risen to it grandly, bless 
her, ; ‘ 

Now, with the coming of spring, 
there come the ‘Alerts.’ Once ag- 
ain, at bedtime, one puts out the 
thick coat, the gas-rhask, the ready- 
packed suit case, near at hand; and 
those who have’ shelters have made 
them already. And those shel- 
ters are no longer ubly humps of 


‘sand and earth and stones, for 


flowers are growing on them, Peo- 
ple feel that if they must see. 
humps in the garden they may as 


twell be decorative. And why not? 
Sometimes there are noises and vi- 
brations; sometimes the search- 
dights, swinging round, pierce the 
blackout and make the room al- 
Wnost as light. as day; but with all 
these disquieting things there arr 
lovely things ag well. At last there 
is sunshine d warmth—and one 
had almost forgotten what the cos- 
iness of bodily warmth was like 
During the day the blackbirds sing: 
a couple of sturdy lads, tree-top 
high, shouting defiance to @éach 
other across the gardens, And to- 
day ‘Gran’ called me down to the 
‘garden, where we had tea on the 
lawn, with the sheep dog whinny- 
ing with pleasure. At the end of 
a day like this one’s last bedtime 
thought is, Well, if it’s the last ‘day 
I ever have it’s been a good one. 
And can one feel more than that? 
I hardly think so. 

The allotment is awake again, 
with things pushing through the 
crusty earth. The biting north- 
east wind has fallen—at last—and 
the Gardening Partner, in our aura 
of furious grumbling. is enjoying 
himself hugely. All the little gard- 
ens down the avenue are beginning 
to shine with flowers and—best of 
all—the iron railing have disap- 
peared. One can bless the muni- 
tions-maw for that, at least. They 
always depressed me, those nasty 
little iron barrieds and squeaking 
little gates. Maybe their removal 
has a deep significance, after all! 
I am hoping so. 

It is one thing to say that an 
(Englishman's home is his castle, 
but it’s another (and surely redic- 
ulous?) thing to barricade the 
place. People with evil intentions, 
I fancy, are not to be kept out by 
paltry four-feet-high spikes; so 
what is the great thought behind 
ithese erections? I suspect that it is 
a relic of that cunious, old-fashion- 
ed, small-home notion of ‘keeping 
(myself to myself, so long a cher- 
lished ideal. Personally, I've never 
ybeen able to see much more in it 
than a tacit disparagement of one's 
neighbors, with a flavoring of per- 
sonal sonceit. Anyway, the rail- 
lings have gone, and with them a 
lot of that dreadful, hideous smug- 
ness of the last century. The roads 
look wider, the houses humanized. 
True, the laurels and privet hedges 
remain, but there is something far 
gmore friendly about a hedge. It is 
a living thing, and not a bristling 
array of half-rusty bars. 

Yes, I suspect that the disappear- 
ance of those railings is a portent; 
and it’s taken a world war to bring 
it about, But it would! Here's” to 
the tearing down of more railings, 
the violation of more smugness. We 
don't mind, now that it’s happened, 
and anybody who knows our little 
Island well will agree that here is 
‘a revolution of no mean order, 
There are no railings around the 
London parks now, and how well 
one remembers the time when they 
prickled with railings: not only on 
the boundaries but in every spot 
(whee citizens had the temerity to 
Jwalk across the grass! Yet I am 
jtold (though I admit I don’t know 
how true it is!) that the ceremony 
of locking the gates at night still

Hoarding Charges 
Are Without 
Foundation 


Charges of hoarding were level- 
led against farmers in the Fahler 
district and against the Fahler. Co- 
operative store, in an anonymous 
letter received at the Wartime 
Prices and Trade Board. 

The letter, obviously written by 
someone having difficulty with the 
language, complains that some far- 
mers have lots of sugar and others, 
just the ration, saying that they 
obtain it from the store. 

The charges haven't any founda- 
tion, states Walter S. Campbell, 
Regional Representative of the 
Board. In the first place, any store 
dealing out sugar is soon going to 
be out of stock. No store can re- 
plenish stock without coupons for 
for ration books, and the vouchers 
which consumers have _ signed. 
These form the record of the re- 
quired stock of any retailes, The 
letter is anonymous, the complaint 
illogical. 

When sugar rationing was en- 
forced, the Board called in coupons 
for surplus quantities of sugar held 
by any consumers, or by institu- 
tions. A ready response met the 
deniand, “coupons were returned, 
and in some instances the sugar in- 
spectors are alertly on the watch 
for such cases, upon whom heavy 
fines are imposed, up to $5000.00 
or five years’ imprisonment or both. 


DELIVER OLD CROP WHEAT 


Farmers are reminded that only 
1942 crop wheat will be eligible for 
the basic 90c Wheat Board price, 
which comes into effect on August 
Ist. If they have any old crop 
wheat to sell it should be delivered 
prior to July 31st. This should be 
clearly understood in order to pre- 
vent confusion and disappointment.

Parcelling Sugar Causes 2% Loss 

For merchants who dole out 
sugar rations for the housewife, an 
allowance is made by the Wartime 
4Prices and Trade Board for them 
to return 98 coupons for 100 pounds 
of sugar when they replenish stocks 
at the wholesale. This covers the 
inevitable loss of about 2% in re- 
packaging in small quantities. It 
does not, however, apply to sugar 
purchase vouchers, used by institu- 
tions, and householders buying 
sugar for home canning and pre- 
serving.

Reduce Accident 
Toll On Roads 


Sharp decrease in fatal motor ac- 
cidents on Alberta main highways 
so far this year has stimulated the 
work of those engaged in promot- 
ing safety driving measures. 

Recently, Edmonton inaugurated 
a safety week, during which police 
and other officials stressed the nec- 
essity of careful driving and the 
need of checking up on cars to 
gmake sure that they were in good 
condition. Officials drew particular 
attention to brake testing as this 
plays a major part in checking 
accidents. 

Officials of the Alberta Motor 
Association have over a long period 


contended that sane, safe driving 
would tend to reduce the accident 
toll. 

Since the federal government 
brought the 40-mile speed limit into 
force on all highways in the Dom- 
inion, the result has been a de- 
crease in accidents. In Alberta, 
there was a 50 per cent decrease in 
the number of motor accidents that 
involved damages in excess of $25 
in the three months’ period ended 
June 30th. ; 

Other provinces also report that 
the number of accidents have de- 
creased. While it is recognized that 
the need of tire conservation and 
a smaller number of cars on the 
highway were factors, doubtless 
the 40-mile limit has been a major 
factor.

Variety Test Plots 

Tt has been our experience that 
when visiting experimental farms, 
farmers and others are always inter- 
ested in variety test plots, and in 
new or unusual crops they have never 
seen before, With this in mind we 
sent seeds of wheat, oats, barley; corn, 
soy beans, grasses, alfalfa, ete. to 
country grain buyers willing to sow 
and weed the plots, Last year these 
plots were very popular, Several 
Hea buyers reported that every 
armer in the district visited the 
plots, and some farmers paid regular 
weekly visits, 

This year we have 811 plots in the 

rairie provinces, About half of them 
nelude annual crops only, such as; 
wheat, oats, barley, soy ns, corn, 
etc, The remaining plots have, in addi. 
tion, perennial grasses and clovers, 
All include a variety of “hybrid” 
corn for comparison with standard 
varieties. 

A complete list of plots, giving the 
location (town), aa mB in 
charge, has been sent to all grain 
buyers of line‘ elevator companies 
associated with the Agricultural 
Department of The North-West 
Elevators, Association,
